Applicants are in receipt of the Interview Summary, dated 17 June 2009 and 
prepared by the Examiner, and generally concur with the Examiner's comments. 

The interview was conducted on 8 June 2009, in person, and the participants 
were Richard Torrente, Richard James, Zvika Ashani, and Young Lee. 

In the interview, Applicant Zvika Ashani presented the novelty of the application 
versus the Meyer and Lipton references using a Power Point presentation. Applicants 
proposed an amendment to claim 1 specifically, and expressed general applicability of 
such an amendment to the remaining claims, directed to that novelty, the transmission 
of non-image data, and received agreement that such an amendment should overcome 
the rejections of the last office action. Applicants have since filed an RCE, dated 1 July 
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2009, which includes claim amendments in accordance with the language the Examiner 
agreed should be patentable in the interview. 
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
